This re- 
serve includes all the areas now or 
formerly set apart as parks in the) 
Rocky mountains by the Dominion 
government.

, thority of the act and the regulations 
established thereunder any _ person 
may be prevented from entering ups | 
on the reserve or may be removed 
therefrom by the forest ranger, and} 
any person so trespassing will be 
subject to the penalties provided by 
the act for an infraction of the regula- 
tions. It is proposed to use the pow-| 
ers so confronted by the act for the| 
protection of game to the fullest ex- 
‘tent that may be necessary and this 
will be absolutely the case in the dis- 
trict within the former boundaries of 
the Dominion parks.

AEROPLANE USEFUL 


Practical Use of Airship in Naval

was extended by Canada to the 
United Kingdom, and in the year 1900 
\this preference was increased from 
25 to 3344 per cent. The ‘existing 
Canadian Tariff (that of 1907), while it 
does not everywhere grant a preferen- 
tial duty of exactly 33% per cent., 
has a schedule of duties which vary 
from article to article, but in which 
the general principle of the reduction 
of duty by one-third, in favor of 
Great Britain has been observed. 

This system since its establishment 
has met with universal approval. It 
was supposed to carry with it the as- 
sertion that henceforth the Dominion 
of Canada proposed to unite itself in 
special trade relations with the British 
Isles, and to cut itself free from any 
entangling alliances, in the commer- 
cial sense, with countries outside of 
the British Empire. Preference in 
fact, was looked upon as the negation 
of Reciprocity. 

The system met with general ap- 
| proval for the reason that its eco- 
nomic basis was perfectly sound, It 
was felt on all sides that the time was 
still far distant when the Dominion 
and Great Britain could be on terms 
of absolute free trade with one an- 
other. Canada could not afford to 
dispense with its manufacturing and 
|industrial system, which had been 
built up with so much pains and ef- 
fort, and in the general prosperity of 
our country.

How to Care For Winter Garments to 
Avoid Moths. 


Every spot that is not clean is in. 
viting. to the flying. moth, where ita 
eggs may be safely deposited and 
hatched in due time. 80 the first ne- 
cessity is to have such spots thorough. 
ly cleaned—this even if the whole gar- 
ment need not be washed. 

For heavy cloth coats and wraps a 
good beating, airing and sunning, with 
careful attention to soiled spots, will 
usually be quite sufficient, Then, if 
each is placed inside a bag made of 
stout muslin and with a drawstring 
in the top, there is little risk. 

Among furs sealskin is exempt from 
the ravages of moths. Good brushing 
and a care in cleaning out the dust 
and ridding the’ fur of any lumpy 

laces, with a day of sunning and air- 
ng, suffice. The furs are then ready 
to be placed in bags and hung where 
ey will not be crushed. 

nderwear that has any wool in it 
must be taken care of also. A clean 
trunk, with tar paper lining the bot- 
tom and sides and a piece to lay over 
after packing, is perhaps the best for 
such things, as it is easy to look them 
over two or three times during the 
summer, airing and sunning. Indeed, 
this precaution should be taken with 
all wools, furs and clothing. Select a 
bright day, take everything out and 
hang on lines, pete and brushing 
and looking over carefully. 

Blankets should be washed, aid for 
that purpose it is better to take a 
warm and cloudless day that they may 
have all the sweetness of the sun 
| stored in their folds. If put away 
quite dry and clean moths will not 
trouble blankets at all. 

Dress skirts should be carefully 
cleaned, brushed until every particle 
of dust is out and also hung in longs 
slender bags. If this is not possible 
try to fold only once and place tissue 
paper in the folds. Coats and rotle 
should not be folded. Two may be 
inelosed in the same bag and hung 
from the same hook, but hung they 
should be. 

Ostrich feathers, fur trimmings, caps 
and gloves, smal] shawls and all the 
troublesome little things must be 
clean. Then orris and sandalwood 
powdered in sachets will keen out 
moths just as well as camphor and 
moth balls.

ART OF STEALING. 


Continental Thieves and Their Meth- 
ods of Operating. 

The unpleasant experience which 
tecently befell a British Cabinet Min.

not an uncommon one for Engliah 
travelers on the continent. Few days

The heavy toll exacted from trav- 
elers passes into the pockets of an 
exceptionally clever and highly or- 
Gane gang of international thieves 

heir operations cover a wide area, . 
and are carried out with scruplous 
tegard to detail and an ingenuity 
which hes often batfled the police 
Few transatlantic liners, cross-Chan: 
nel boats, or trans-European expresses 
journey without representat:ves of the 
gang aboard. They have agents in all 
the big towns and citics, who warn 
them of the movements of well-known 
people who are likely to be worth 
plundering. The thieves themselves 
are drawn from all nations, and are 
generally well-bred men and women, 
who are invariably well-dressed, and 
put up at the best hotels. Many of 
them are excellent linguists, and 
through being able to render friendly 
services to travelers who do not know 
their way about are often able to 
tob their unsuspecting victims with 
impunity. It is the woman, as a 
rule, who acts as the decoy, says 4 
writer in The Evening Standard. 

How full of resource are the women 
who have taken up this class of crime 
is well illustrated by the adventure 
of an Englishman who returned re- 
cently from Paris. He carried with 
him bank notes of the value of £60, 
and, being a man of the world 
brdsquely repelled the advances of 
two men who journeyed in the same 
compartment of the train to Bou- 
logne. Just as he was landing at 
Folkestone, however, a pretty French 
fu in front of him tripped and fell. 

nstinctively he went t her assist- 
ance, but while her profuse thanks 
were ringing in his ears he found that 
his pockets had been rifled. Another 
case of remarkable self-possession and 
coolness occurred in Paris two years 
ago, the victim on that occasion being 
a jeweler. A well-dressed man. carry-

ern cities as to which will secure the 

roposed new shops of thé Canadian 
acific Railway still goes merrily on. 

The C. P. R. is being besieged with} 

letters and telegrams from parties in-| 

terested and there is much rivalr 


among various centres as to whic! 
will land the coveted shops. No soon- 
er does one municipality come up with 
a big offer than its nearest competitor 
goes it one better and so the bidding 
is quite brisk. Recently local officials 
were approached to see if uiey could 
give any information that would allay 
the suspense but they had nothing to 
muke public other than that the mat- 
ter was under consideration and that 
a decision would soon be rendered. 

From the distance it looks as 
though the matter rested between Cal- 
gary and Medicine Hat. The cities 
of Port Arthur and Fort William made 
a joint bid for the shops, but Sir 
William Whyte, the ice-President; 
of the C. P. R. states that it would be 
impossible to make advantageous use 
of a location east of Alberta, as by the 
time the shops are built the company 
will have ready for them about 800 
locomotives in its territory between 
the mountains and the western Mani- 
toba boundary. Sir William, did not 
turn the Lake Superior cities down 
without a ray of hope however, as he 
stated that he considered the com- 
pany’s terminal point at the head of 
the lakes, an ideal spot for car build- 
ing shops and intimated that the com- 
pany might soon be open to discuss 
the idea of locating car works there, 

With Port Arthur and Fort William 
out of the running either Calgary or 
Medicine Hat will probably get the 
shops, Bassano had hopes that their 
bait of cheap water-power might prove 
effective, but the C. P. R. will prob- 
ably want to locate in one of the

WON ENGLAND'S BATTLES, 
Brilliant Record of the trish Soldier 
In the Service of Great Britain. 
The history of Lrish soldiers in the 
service uf Great, Britain is a pictur- 
esque one, says The London Graphic. 
For instance, the Fourth Royal Irish 
Dragoon Guards fought in the Penin- 
sula with Wellington, in the heavy 
cavalry charge at Balaclava and at 
Tel-el-Kebir. The Fifth Royal Irish 
Lancers fought as ‘‘The Irish Dra- 
oons” with Marlborough at Blen- 
eim, Ramillies, Oudenarde and Mal- 
plaquet, winning on the battlefield, 
together with the Scots Greys, the 
right to wear the Grenadier bearskin. 
The Sixth Inniskilling - Dragoons 
fought at Dettingen, took part in the 
charge of the Union Brigade at Water- 
loo, and added to its fame in the 
Heavy Cavalry Brigade charge at 
Balaclava. The Eighth Hoyt Trish 
Hussars, raised by William III. fought 
in Spain under Peterborough in Queen 
Anne’s war, did splendid work in In- 
dia against the Mahrattas, and won 
wider fame still in the Light Brigade 
charge at Balaclava. Six other [rish 
cavalry regiments, now disbanded, did 
good service to the British flag in 
various wars. And of our Irish in- 
fantry, the fame of the Inniskilling 
Fusiliers (the old Twenty-seventh, 
dating from 1690) is world-wide, They 
gave their lives for the empire on half 
a hundred ‘stricken fields’—among 
these Waterloo, ‘‘where 500 men fell 
and every officer but one was knocked 
over, without the regiment moving an 
inch or firing a shot.” The Royal 
Irish Rifles had their part in winning 
no fewer than ten of Wellington's 
eninsula victories; the Royal Irish 
Pusiliers are the same old Kighty- 
seventh, “the Faugh-a-Ballagh Boys,” 
who in hand-to-hand fight won the 
first Napoleonic Eagle taken by the 
British army. And tne glory can nev- 
er fade of the Connaught Rangers. 
who shed their blood like” water for 
the honor of the British flag at Bada- 

joz, Fuentes D’Onoro and Waterloo. 

The story of the Royal Irish Regi- 
ment is quite as picturesque as any 
that the Irish part of our army can 
supply. No fewer than 15 ‘Battle 
Honors” grace their colors, recording 
duty done all the world over; liter- 
ally so, for the Royal Regiment of 
Ireland has fought in Europe, in 
Asia, in America, in Africa, in Aus- 
tralasia. They won their famous mot 
to, ‘‘Virtutis Namurcencis Premium,” 
at the outset of their career. 216 years 
ago, and the man who gave it them 
was one of the great leaders in war 
of European history, King Wiliam 
III., who with his own eyes witnessed 
their splendid feat. It was on August 
20, 1659, at the storming of Namur, 
the most formidable fortréss in Eu- 
Tope at that day, garrisoned by vet- 
erans of King Louis XIV. of France. 

Marlborougn’s four triumphs, Blen- 
heim and Ramillies, Oudenarde and 
Malplaquet, are also the colors of 
the Royal Irish, and four names 
represent in addition

PRINCIPAL PETERSON PROPOSES 
TO ENLARGE M'GILL. 


Many Things Are Needed, Notably En- 
dowment Funds For Chairs and a 
Serles of Rosidence Buildings— 
Montreal Business Men Are Being 
Enlisted In the Work—Principal Is 
a Scotsman and Has Many Honors. 


Dr. Peterson, who has entered upon 
@ campaign to raise a much needed 
endowment and expansion fund for 
McGill~University, hopes to put an | 
end to the yearly recurring deficits of 
Canada’s big university and to provide } 
it for the future with the necessary 
chair endowments, staff enlargements, 
library extension, student residences 
and other accessories of a great uni- 
versity. There will be no university 
outside of Greater Britain that will 
hold a higher place at the Imperial 
Universities Conferenc? next year than 
McGill and it should be a source of 
pride and satisfaction to all Cana- 
dians. Many of the McGill professors | 
have a world-wide reputation for abil- 
ity and knowledge in their special de- 
partments, but Principal Peterson ts 
anxious to secure the public sympathy | 
and support of the business men of 
Montreal as the surest asset that will 
make for the future success of the 
institution and hence he proposes 
launching a campaign to interest 
wealthy Montrealers in the work of the 
institution. Many of the oldest and | 
most important chairs in the faculty 
are still unendowed and subscriptions 
to the general fund are badly needed, 
as the university is incurring an an- 
nual deficit of alarming proportions. 
The need of residences is very badly 
felt and there is a very general move- 
ment in a:l university centres to pro- 
vide proper residences for the students 
where that body can be kept in closer 
touch with the faculty.

a simple twenty-tive cent dinner, con- 
sisting of a cut from a choice of joints, 
vegetables, bread and cheese or swee.s, 
to an elaborate dinner of a dozen 
courses cooked by an expert French 
chef, and costing $10 or more, 

It is the catering for such diversity 
of taste and pocket that makes the 
work of the committee so onerous, for 
although there is u state subsidy of 
about $10,000 a year towards the ex- 
penses of the kitchen, it is alwaya a 
matter of nice financial calculation to 
keep supplies going and to work out 
the year without a loss, Recent statis- 
tics show that from February 13th to 
M-vember 24th last year 185,451 meals 
were served in the House, namely, 
79,218 teas, 47,968 dinners, 35,219 lun- 
cheons, 5,515 meals at the bars, 795 
suppers, and 128 breakfasts, The 
breakfasts were probably incidental to 
the all-night sittings. The income of 
the committee including the subsidy, 
was $110,610, and the expenditure 
$103,600. it is a curious illustration 
of the capacity of some cominodities 
to yield a protit that while the com- 
mittee paid only $2,665 for cigars and 
only $18,590 for spirits, wines, beers, 
and minerals, they received from 
membera under these heads $5,480 and 
$31,245 respectively. Provisions which 
cost $55,670 returned a profit of $2,- 
390, and table money and sundries 
amounted to $1,655. Expenditures 
for wages and salaries, and other ac- 
counts were $26,655. So much for bare 
figures. 

It is a curious fact that a Radical 
House of Commons drinks. much less 
than a Conservative House, but, ou 
the other hand, it eats rather more, 
Many of the Labor members are total 
abstainers, 

Now and again amusing debates 
arise on the subject of the dining ar- 
rangements. On one occasion T. W. 
Russell, an Irish M.P., expressed his 
entire disapproval of the present din- 
diet-lour sysieyi, “‘No Englisi gen- 
tleman could dine in an hour and a 
half,”’ he said. ‘‘It was all very well 
for a Scotsman who could dine in the 
House, or go without dinner if neces- 
sary, but it was of no use to an 
Englishman.” 

One of the features of the House 
of Commons’ cellars is the renowned 
Valentia vat of Scotch whisky, so- 
called after Viscount Valentia, at one 
time chairman of the committee. It 
holds seven hundred gallons, and is 
replenished with a specially selected 
blend periodically, so as to keep the 
supply consistent. It is ten-year-old 
Highland spirit, guaranteed 15 degrees 
under proof. 

Lord Rosebery for his monograph 
on Pitt accepts tor the text the com- 
monly received report as to his laat 
words: “Oh, my country! How I leave 
my country!"’ But he gives in an ap- 
pendix the Earl of Beaconsfield’s sar- 
dunic version of the scene.
